This development came after 
Hodge's safety deposit box at 
the Springfield Marine Bank 
was broken oper and found to 
be empty. Keys to this box also 


have disappeared. 

The other boxes with missing 
keys are in the Granite City 
Trust & Savings Bank and the 
First Granite City National 
Bank, authorities were told by 
William J. Mehl, employed in 
an insurance and real estate 
agency Hodge reportedly sold 
recently in Granite City 

Mehl. who -also worked for 
Hodge in the auditor's office, 
said he discovered keys for the 
three boxes, including the one 


in the bank here, missing from 

the Granite City agency

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
tér Dulles, back from his South 
American tour, is keeping in 
touch with President Eisen- 
hower on the Suez canal crisis. 

The Secretary said on his 
return yesterday that Egypt's 
seizure of the _ international 
Waterway “strikes a grievous 
blow at international confi- 
dence.” 

He talked by telephone with 
the President, who was at Get- 
tysburg, and the White House 
said they probably would con- 
fer by telephone again today. 

In his statement on arrival 
at National yirport, Dulles said: 

“T have been particular! ly con- 
cerned with the Egyptian action 
in purporting to nationalize the 
Sitez canal company. Such ac- 
tion strikes a grievous blow at 
international confidence 

“The action could affect not 
merely the shareholders, who 
so far as 1 know, are not Amer- 
jeans. but it could affect the 
operation of the canal itself. 

“That would be a matter of 
deep concern to the United 
States as one of the maritime 
nations 

Shortiv after Dulles s return, 
the White House arranged for 
him to talk over the Suez situ- 
ation with © Mr. Eisenhower, 
spending a long weekend at 
his farm.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—The Federal Power Commis- 
sion was told today that a single 
high dam at the Mountain 
sheep site on the Snake river 
below Hell's Canyon on the 
Idaho-Oregon border would be 
more costly and impractical to 
build than two smaller dams in 
the same area. 

The testimony was given by 
W. H. Colquhoun, vice presi- 
dent in charge of enginecring 
for Ebasco Services, Inc., at an 
FPC hearing on the application 
of Pacific Northwest Power Co. 
to build a smaller Mountain 
Sheep and Pleasant Valley dams 
along the Snake. 


Ebasco, an engineering con- 
sulting firm, planned the Pleas- 
ant Valley project. 

These projects, which would | 
cost $217,000,000 and have a 
generating capacity of 1,000,000 


kilowatts of power are opposed | 


by the National Hell's Canyon 
Association which also fought 
to have one high federal dam 
built in Hell's Canyon instead of 
threé_smaller-dams proposed by 
the Idaho Power Co. 

The association contends that 
a federal hydro-electric project 
in the Mountain Sheep-Pleasant 
Valley stretch of the Snake 
river ‘would ‘generate more 
power and more benefits than 
those projected by Pacific 
Northwest Power Co

Problem Inherited.

prosperity. ae

ture, Ezra Taft Benson, blame 
these policies for the surpluses 
that have resisted their reme- 
dies and depressed farm prices 

To move from the left toward 
“norogressive modernization,”

As a result, the fight on the 
farm bill in the 1956 session 
of Congress has been as vicious 
as any in farm legislative his- 
{ory The bitter battle pro- 
duced this year a catch-all farm 
bill that the President vetoed 
to avoid restoration of rigid 
price subsidies. But the Presi- 
dent then proceeded to peg 
supports on corn, cotton and 
wheat for this election year—a 
political stroke designed to beat 


the Democrats at their own 
game 
Congress has tried many a 


device to ease.the ‘farm prob- 
lem,” but farm prices did not 
start moving up until about 1940 
as war spread in Europe. So 
far as the Administration is con- 
cerned, it is fighting the effects 
of the war on the farm: Abun- 
dant and rigid federal price 
guarantees that froze output 
into uneconomic patterns and 
held an umbrella over the 
world market, thus. shutting 
Americans out of those markets 
as world food and fiber output 
grew in the postwar period. 
90 Pct. Parity. 
To encourage farmers to pro- 


duce abundantly for wartime 
food and fiber needs, a biparti- 
san effort gave producers a 


guarantee of 90 per cent of 
parity support on the major 
crops of corn, wheat and cotton 
Petitical considerations played a 
part in the addition of rice, 
peanuts and tobacco to this 
select list of so-called basic 
commodities 

After the war, Congress con- 
tinued these rigid supports from 
election to election despite the 
efforts of a few Republicans and 
Democrats to install a flexible 
system aimed at discouraging 
output in periods of low 
demand. 

Other commodities, including 
dairy products, were granted 
supports at the discretion of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. The 
Democratic thesis was that 
these other products. should 
have high supports in relation to 
the basic commodities. 

As war receded and world 
needs lessened, surpluses ac- 
cumulated. Contributing to this 
growing surplus was the tech- 
nological breakthrough _ that 
came to.the farm during the 
war. Increased efficiency, bet- 
ter machinery and other aids 
and fertilizers enabled = two 
plants to grow where one grew 
before 

By 1948 farm prices started 
to fall. The Korean war arrest- 
ed this slump and emptied the 
Government warehouses of sur- 
pluses that had begun to worry 
the Truman Administration. 

But the respite was only tem- 
porary. In late 1952, farm prices 
and income resumed their 
downward trend. This raised 
fears among Republicans that 
the farm belt, particularly the 
Midwest, would turn to the 
Democrats as it did to Truman 
in 1948. 

Farmers have found tl em- 
celves caught-in a squeeze be- 
tween falling prices and rising 
costs in the midst of national 
prosperity as production ~ out- 
paced demand 

Farm Income Down. 

From a peak of $15,943,000,- 
000 in 1948, farm income fell 
to $12,851,000,000 in 1950, be- 
fore Korea, It climbed to $14,- 
801,000,000 in 1951, slipped to 
$14.051,000,000 in the presiden- 
tial election vear of 1952, and 
to $13,402,000,000 in the Presi- 
dent's first year in office. Last 
vear it was down to $10,770.- 
900.000. and economists predict 
it will touch $10,300,000,000 
this vear 

The parity ratio—the rela- 
tionship of prices received for

In the campaign of 1952, 
President Eisenhower's first 


major farm speech set forth his 


views on the need for return- 
ing to the concept 
wellbeing of farmers 
springs from their own free- 
dom of choice under a mini- 
mum of federal direction 

But his speech at Kasson, 
Minn., in September, 1952, is 
one that Democrats are not per- 
mitting farmers to forget.. The 
Republican candidate asserted 
farmers were entitled not to 
merely 90 per cent of parity. 
And he promised to work for 
“full parity in the market 
place” and not a parity based 
on a government formula. 

Parity, as laid out in farm 
law, endeavors to assure farm- 
return on their 
products in relation to farm 
production and living costs. 

Benson's Campaign. 

Mr. Eisenhower's concept of 
the direction for American 
farmers has no more ardent 
disciple than Ezra Benson. He 
has a belief that at least a part 
of his job is spiritual: in short, 
one of restoring the peoples’ 
faith in government 

Benson competes with Secre- 
tary of State Dulles as the Cab- 
inet's most controversial figure 
Republicans concede his unpop- 
ularity with farmers, and the 
cries within the G.O.P. not to 
mention those of the Demo- 
crats, for his scalp ring daily. 
The abuse heaped on him in 
Congress fills pages of the Con- 
gressional Record and commit- 
tee testimony 

He was born of farm stock 
He served in Washington in 
World War II as executive vice 
president of the National Coun- 
cil of Farmer Co-operatives, a 
position that heightened his ex- 
pertness in the distribution and 
marketing of farm products 
But little of the politics of 
Washington seemed to have 
rubbed off on him and he re- 
to pur- 
sue his dedication to the Mor- 
mon church. He is a member 
of the Council of Twelve Apos- 
tles of the Church of the Lat- 
ter Day. Saints 

Benson's conservatism and 
slowness to act have brought 
him into-conflict with the more 
politically-minded Cabinet 
members and Administration 
officials as well as various 
farm leaders. But Benson and 
the President mesh on their 
view that “it is time for the 
Government to stop telling the 
farmer how to run his farm.” 

Secretary Yields. 


The political winds have 
caused Benson to bend consid- 
erably, though he has not brok- 
en. He has accepted some po- 
litically expedient Administra- 
tion decisions far from his lik- 
ing but always in the hope that 
such temporary measures would 
not seriously interfere with his 
efforts to get farmers “off a 
federal dole.” 


The Administration's most 
historic achievement on the 
farm front was the reintroduc- 
tion of flexible price supports 
by congressional action in 1954. 
This flexible system was en- 
acted late in 1948, but was laid 
aside by congressional exten- 
sions of 90 per cent of parity 
support on corn, cotton, wheat, 
rice, peanuts and tobacco. Ben- 
son wanted the full range of 
flexibility—from 75 to 90 per 
cent of the parity—but €on- 
gress insisted on 8214 to 90 
per cent for 1955 with the low- 
er range effective this year. 

The flexible supports operate 
on supply and demand, with a 
higher level in times of low 
production to encourage out- 
put, and lower level in periods 
of over-production to encourage 
cuts and shifts to more needed 
crops 

These flexible supports were 
scheduled to drop to near the 
75 per cent support floor for 
the new crop year, but the Pres- 
ident's action in pegging wheat. 
cotton and corn kept the 82'% 


‘per cent floor in effect 


This action was another com- 
promise by Mr. Eisenhower in 
his effort to recreate or pres- 
sure the farmer as the legend- 
ary rugged individualist. His 
compromises, in his own wérds, 
embrace a “zigzag” policy. 

‘Zigzag’ Philosophy. 

Benson explained this “zig- 
zag’ philosophy recently as the 
President had outlined it to 
him.

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The Record Congress Left Behind 


For campaign purposes President Eisenhower 
mav not say so, but the second session of the 
Righty-fourth Congress, which closed last week, 
was the best of his Administration. 

In foreign affairs it gave him better co-opera- 
tion than_he obtained from the Republican-led 
Congress his first two years. In domestic policy 
it contributed more constructive legislation than 
did the first session.under a Democratic majori- 
tv last year. On the whole, its measures were 
moderate and reasonable. It.did its share of 
politicking, good and bad, but nothing like the 
political “cold war” which the President had 
predicted when asking for a Republican ma- 
jority developed. 

Certainly this session had its black marks. 
One was the bill to exempt natural gas produc- 
ers from regulation, which the Texas leadership 
rammed through both branches. Though a slim 
majority of Senate Democrats fought this “give- 
away,” the party leaders were for it and the 
Republicans backed it better than 2 to 1. Then 
the President, though he favored the principle 
of the bill, got out of a tight political spot by 
vetoing it on the ground of reprehensible lobby- 
ing activities. Clearly the public interest was 
saved that time by something of a fluke.

Another black mark was the failure to press a 
strong investigation of lobbying, as exemplified 
by an oil company’s offer of $2500 for a Sena- 
tor’s campaign fund. The Democratic leadership 
buried that investigation just as it buried Sena- 
tor Hennings’s campaign expenditures bill deal- 
ing realistically with the whole subject of po- 
litical contributions. 

Probably the worst item in the record was 
the defeat of the school construction bill. In 
the face of a great and growing need for new 
schools, Congress failed to provide federal aid, 
and thereby set back at least two years an ef- 
fective approach to the problem. 

The responsibility rests partly on those mis- 
guided Northern Congressmen, chiefly Demo- 
crats, insisted upon adding the Powell 
amendment to deny aid to segregated schools. 
They gave the foes of federal aid their chance 
to beat it. But the Republicans in the House 
must take primary responsibility for actually 
inflicting the defeat. 

They overwhelmingly supported the Powell 
amendment, while Democrats were opposing it 
2 to 1. Then the Republicans turned around and 
voted against the bill/ ‘fhe President asked for 
its revival in vain, But .

Again by an extraordinary show of activity 
the Administration defeated in the House the 
Gore-Holifield atomic energy bill which embod- 
ies the principle that atomic power should be 
developed vigorously and immediately by pub- 
lic enterprise instead of being dangerously re- 
tarded in the name of private enterprise. Both 
of these questions, we are confident, will come 
back to haunt those who stood against bold ac- 
tion to make the fullest use of our resources.

THE PUBLIC ARTS. by Gilbert Seides. (Simeon &

Stassen has trained po- 
litically with this wing of the 
party since 1940, when he was

Since then, this wing of the 
party has won every national 
convention. But in-between, 
Congres continued largely un- 
der the domination of another 
wing, less liberal on domestic 
policy and  nationally-inclined

in the late Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio. 


What Nixon Might Do. 


It is still strongly entrenched 
in the party organization, par- 
ticularly in the Midwest, where 
its strength ts concentrated. 

This hard-core, conservative, 
orthodox G.O.P. group backed 
Senator Taft unsuccessfully for 
the Republican nomination 
against the Messrs. Willkie, 
Dewey and Eisenhower. 

Now. as for today, Stassen’s 
war on Vice President Nixon 
bespeaks the fear of the East- 
ern, internationalist, moderate 
wing with which he is af- 
filiated that, in a second Eisen- 
hower Administration when 
the President can exercise much 
less control than now, the 
young, aggressive and politi- 
cally adept Nixon might gain 
control of the party if he still 
occupied the strategic position 
of Vice President. 

This might especially be so 
if he enlisted the help of the

G.O.P consvervative wing 
which is so well-placed in key 
positions in Congress and at 
the Capitol, where the. Vice 
President also makes his head- 


quarters and can operate inde- 
pendently if he so chooses. 


Behind Stassen’s Effort. 


Dick Nixon’s record in Con- 
gress as a member of the House 
and Senate would seem to 
identify him more closely with 
the conservative wing of the 
party. As Vice President, how- 
ever, he has been a loyal Eisen-

While there was a sort of 
tradRion—almost an. unwritten 
law—adgainst more than two 
terms until Franklin D. Roose- 
yelt scuttled it in 1940, there 
was alwavs the chance that a 
popular President might seek 
a third term as Mr. Roosevelt 
finally did. And that kept the 
party in line during a second 
term. 


Stru&gle for Control. 


But that potential restraint 
is gone with outlaw of the third 
term which was initiated by the 
Eightieth Republican Congress 
midway of President Truman's 
first term. 

Consequently, the very min- 
ute that President Eisenhower 
has taken his oath of office for 
a second term—if he should be 
re-elected—there will begin a 
struggle for control of the 
party, and for the “succession,” 
so to speak 

In such contests, which we 
mav expect hereafter, a Presi- 
dent will gradually retire to the 
sidelines with only such .influ- 
ence as comes from his per- 
sonal prestige and popularity 
among the rank and file of his 
party and the people gener- 
alls 

This could, of course, be con- 
siderable, depending upon who 
the President is. This has its 
bearing on the Stassen-Nixon 
affair.

Another Convict Fails to Escape and Alcatraz Reputation Is Unblemished

SAN FRANCISCO, 
July 30 (INS) 
HE icy bay surf clutched 
T at him. In the distance the 
winking lights of San Fran- 
cisco beckoned, promising many 
things. 

This was the scene and the 
lure on a recent night before 
the salt-reddened eyes of Floyd 
P. Wilson, 41 years old, who 
killed a man in 1947 in an at- 
tempt to rob a store in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Wilson, a life-termer, was 
standing on a tiny beach on 
the boulder-strewn shore of Al- 
catraz, a springboard to free- 
dom dreamed of almost con- 
stantly but seldom attained by 
escape-minded convicts on the 
“unbeatable Rock.” 

The waterway to the main- 
land was open at long last. 
Only one devastating fact 
caused him to hesitate: he was 
not a good swimmer. 

Yet he stood there contem- 
plating escape across a water 
barrier that for 22 years has 
defeated escape attempts by 
men more violent than Wilson. 

For 114 hours he struggled 
vainly to summon up the cour- 
age to brave the cold water 
and strike out for the mainland 
despite his handicap. Success 
would have made him the first 
convict to shatter the escape- 
proof reputation of America’s 
toughest prison. 

In the end, he was caught in 
the probing light beams. of a 
guard search force and hauled 


dripping wet from his surf- 
battered hiding place. Failure 
was complete. Still another 


convict didn't make it and the 
Alcatraz reputation remained 
unblemished. 

Nevertheless Wilson's disap- 
pearance from a guarded trusty 
work gang on the Alcatraz boat 
dock late in the afternoon had 
given prison authorities a big 
scare and alerted hundreds of 
law-enforcement officers. 

Until he was found, a nine- 
county Bay Area police alert 
was in effect, all waterfronts 
were guarded, Coast Guard 
boats patroled the bay, search 
parties combed the island rock 
by rock, and his description was 
broadcast with monotonous fre- 


quency. 


Warden Paul Madigan said 
he got nowhere in his initial ef- 
forts to find out why Wilson 
risked his life to challenge the 
Rock's invimcibility when the

Painting Masonry Siding. 
HE AVERAGE outside paint 
T job should last four or five 
years. This, of course, ap- 
plies to houses with wood 
siding. The topic for today then 
is what about masonry homes— 
those with outside walls of 
brick, stucco, concrete blocks, 
cinder blocks or asbestos siding. 
Do they require painting or 
don’t they? If they do, how 
often and what sort of paint? 
As a general rule, masonry 
surfaces don’t need the pro- 
tection of paint to withstand 
the weather. If the material has 
been properly applied and is of 
good quality it should last al- 
most indefinitely without much 
maintenance except for repoint- 
ing the mortar joints between 
brick or blocks. The primary 
reason for painting any Masonry 
surface is to change its color 
or because over a period of 
years it has become stained and 
you'll usually find that it’s 
easier to paint over a lot of 
stains than to try and get rid 
of them 
There are times, however when 


paint is desirable from the 
standpoint of upkeep. Take, 
for example, a _ stucco wall 
where small surface cracks 


have appeared. These cracks 
aren't serious as they now stand 
but if moisture gets into them 
and freezes it will make them 
bigger and eventually you'll 
have a leaky wall. The best 
way to handle these cracks is 
to give the wall a coat of 
masonry paint. This will seal 
them and  0prévent § further 
trouble. The mortar joints be- 
tween brick and masonry block 
are also likely to crack or be 
porous unless they were made 
with care. You can repoint the 
joints but if they are just 
porous and covered with fine 
cracks, paint will also dogthe 
trick or you can use a clear 
®aterprooffhg compound. 

Because the action of the 
weather on masonry won't have 
much effect on it, you don’t 
have to worry about repainting 
until the old coat of paint has 
begun to wear off.

TORPEDO MINES USED IN WORLD WAR ‘II WERE MORE THAN TWICE THE SIZE OF THE TORPEDO-

This is the second of a series 
of articles condensed from the 
book “Frogman,” the biography 
of Comdr. Lionel Crabb, to be 
published in August by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. 

HE morning of Dec. 5, 
T ise had been a wearing 

one for Lieut. Visintini of 
the Italian Tenth Naval Flo- 
tilla in his depot ship Olterra 
at Algeciras, opposite Gibraltar. 
He had spent it in checking his 
piloted torpedoes and in brief- 
ing their crews. In his spare 
moments in daytime he had 
studied the defenses of Gibral- 
tar, using a pair of binoculars 
stolen from the British con- 
sulate at Algeciras. 

At night he had absorbed the 
procedure of the British patrol 
boats and listened while they 
systematically dropped light 
depth charges. By November, 
when Lt. Lionel Crabb arrived 
in Gibraltar, Visintini had an 
exact plan for dodging the pa- 
trol boats and entering the in- 
ner harbor. He could see that 
the entrances were guarded by 
four shore mortars which fired 
small depth charges into the 
entrances at intervals. through 
the night. He calculated that 
he could slip through between 
shots. 

Italian sabotage parties were 
assembling at Malaga, Huelva, 
Cadiz, Barcelona, and Oporto. 
Diving from Italian ships in the 
ports, frogmen would fit de- 
layed action mines beneath 
British merchant ships. When 
merchant ships arrived at Gi- 
braltar and suddenly went down 
in daylight the British would be 
fully occupied 

On Dec. 6 Visintini saw Force 
H enter harbor, with the bat- 
tleship Nelson and the aircraft 
carriers Furious and fFormi- 
dable. 

Visintini decided to attack 
the Nelson himself while the 
two other torpedo pilots under 
his command attacked the For- 
midable andthe Furious. He 
would use two-man guided tor- 
pedo mines. 

* * o 

N the night of Dec. 7, the 
Q) torpedoes were lowered in 

their slings into the flooded 
forepeak of the Olterra. Two 
men mounted each _ torpedo. 
They were launched below the 
water line. Visintini cruised out 
through the diving door into the 
bay, with his diver, Petty Offi- 
cer Magro, on the seat behird 
him. They were followed by 
Midshipman Manisco and Petty 
Officer Varini. Sub-Lt. Cella 
with his diver, Leone, brought 
up the rear, and they crossed 
the bay at wide intervals. 

The first torpedo reached the 
entrance to the inner harbor 
An irregular shot from he 
British defenses must have fal- 
len very close. The charge 
killed Visintini and his diver 

At 11:30 Manisco and Varini 
were spotted by a British sen- 
try on the Detached Mole, as 
they surfaced just outside the 
harbor. The sentry shouted, he 
fired and a searchlight was 
brought to bear, just before the 
piloted torpedo dived. A pa- 
trol boat gave chase, with a 
bomb disposal man on board 
lighting the fuses of tins of 
TNT by hand and throwing 
them into the water. Twenty 
minutes later Manisco and 
Varini scuttled their torpedo, 
sank their diving suits, then 
climbed aboard a United State 
ship to surrender. They re- 
fused to say whether or not 
their warhead had been placed 
Somehow they preserved their 
presence of mind and convinced 
interrogators that they had 
been launched from the Italian 
submarine Ambra. While thes 
were taken ashore, Sub-Licut 
Cella was heading back across 
the bay for the Olterra, at full 
speed. Somewhere on the way, 
Diver Leone drowned 

No warheads or mines had 
been placed. For the Italians 
it had been an expensive night 

At nine in the morning, Crabb 
reported for duty. There was 
no clear proof that a torpedo 
crew had been destroyed in the 
entrance to the harbor, but it 
was known that Manisco and 
Varini had scuttled their craft 
in the bay, net far from the 
harbor entrance. Torpedo char- 
ioteers were already training 
in Britain and it was vital that 
they should know more about 
the assault craft of the enemy, 
which was far superior to their 
own. Of course, Crabb was told 
nothing of this. He was sim- 
ply ordered to try to recover 
the piloted torpedo in the bav 
as quickly as possible. He did 
not suggest that this was a ma- 
jor salvage operation, beyond 
the. scope of one bomb disposal 
officer who was trying to im- 
prove his standard of swimming. 
Nor did he ask how he was sup- 
posed to tackle the job.

Italians Launch Manned Torpedoes 
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ITALIAN MANNED 


Attacks on British Ships at Gibraltar 
Fail as Some of Attackers Are Killed, 
Captured; Crabb Buries Foe at Sea 


He had to have a method of 
his own to find a 14-foot-long 
torpedo, lying in more than 100 
feet of water, somewhere in a 
bold sweep of bay. 

In the harbor was a diving 
bell which had been supplied 
to the Admiralty about 40 years 
before, The surface unit was 
a specially constructed barge, 
with a central well through 
which ran an airlock shaft with 
a rectangular diving chamber 
on the end of the shaft. The 
chamber was open bottomed; 
water was kept out by air pres- 
sure. The shaft traveled down 
through the well until the 
chamber was about 40 feet be- 
neath the water, like the head 
of a mighty steam hammer. The 
whole bell weighed about 50 
tons and was entirely intended 
to be used in examining the 
moorings in the shallow peace 
of the inner harbor. But im- 
provisation is the handmaid of 
war 

After 40 years in the harbor 
the bell barge put out into the 
bay and sent its diving cham- 
ber down to search deep water 
for the torpedo. In the cham- 
ber, down below, Crabb took a 
seat with the regular operators 
of the bell. Beneath them the 
water was like a sheet of glass 
and ‘they could see the bottom 
clearly. | It was then that Crabb 
realized the enormity of the 
job and appreciated how small 
his chances were. The bell 
barge put out every day for 
more than a week and the nov- 
elty of going down the ladder 
of the airlock shaft to sit in 
ordinary clothing beneath the 
sea was soon lost. Shortly 
afterwards the search for the 
piloted torpedo was abandoned. 

When Crabb returned to nor- 
mal duties, a crate arrived at 
his office with the compliments 
of the Maintenance Command- 
er. Imside was a quantity of 
Italian eqtipment which had 
been removed from dead men. 
Two bodies had at last been re- 
covered from the harbor en- 
trance. He inquired about ar- 
rangements for the burial, and 
learned that it was merely a 
matter of the maintenance de- 
partment getting rid of the 
bodies which f@ere in the 
morgue They still wore the 
overalls with their names: Vis- 
intini, Magro He had never 
heard of them: all he knew was 
that they had been gallant men 


He bought a wreath, acquired ~° 


two Italian flags and asked a 
priest to join them aboard a 
tender. Visintini and Magro 
were buried at sea. Aboard the 
Olterra the re-forming Italian 
piloted torpedo crews somehow 
heard of the gesture and, in 
course of time, acknowledged 
it in an interesting way, as will 
be secn.

PANISH bumboats used to

chocolate. It occurred to Crabb 
that it would be simple enough 
for a swimmer to hang on the

The thought had also oc- 
curred to a regular member of 
one bumboat’s crew. In dirty 
beret and greasy sweater, Dr. 
Elvio Moscatelli of the Italian 
Tenth Light Flotilla often put 
out from Algeciras in a bum- 
boat. Dr. Moscatelli was cap- 
tain of the Olterra, floating 
headquarters for frogmen of the 
Tenth Flotilla. He was also a 
surgeon and intelligence officer 
of the Tenth in their under- 
water attacks on Gibraltar.

watch was being kept on the 
ships entering Gibraltar, and 
Moscatelli’s excursions to Gi- 
braltar by bumboat insured a 
good close look at the job. He 
knew Crabb and the Under- 
water Party well by sight.

LONDON 

NCE more I am in old 
England, and IL have paid 
a visit to the British _Mu- 
seum 
eral times before on trips 
abroad, but I seem never to 
tire of the place. I see some- 
thing new every time 

The British Museum has been 
called “the greatest museum in 
the world.” Personally | never 
have seen any other museum 
with so many fields handled in 
such a masterful manner. 

Many of the exhibits con- 
cern ancient times. On this vis- 
it I looked at letters written on 
clay by Babylonians more than 
years ago. | also saw 
manuscripts of ancient Egypt 
with sentences on papyrus. The
